YOUR MEMORIALISTS are itil more ſurprized and a to find the ſaid 


Mr. Probert inveſted by the ſaid WARRANT with an authority * make Plans, 
Eſtimates, and Surveys of THE many large Foreſts, Lordſbips, and extenſive tracts 


7 of waſte Lands within the ſaid Principality, and to manage the ſame in ſuch manner 
te gs your Lordſbips, or bis Mejeſty's Surveyor General ſball from time to time direts, 
ec and to treat with perſons willing to become tenants to the Crown for leaſes of mines, 
e ferements, cottages and incicſures, and for INCLOSING ANY waſte commons and 


„ UNCULTIVATED LANDS ;” which general d:/cripticn and powers have been 


conſtrued to import, That your Lordſhips conſider ALL ſuch Lands to be the 
PROPERTY of the CROWN, againſt which claim it is our duty to PROTEST; 
for We know of no uncultivated Lands or Commons within the Principality in which 
the Crown has any property, exrept the waſtes of the Crown Manors, and Foreſts, 


and OVER THEM your Memorialiſts and others have undoubted RIGHTS OF 


COMMON, and OTHER RIGHTS of various kinds, which OUGHT NOT 
TO BE INVADED by any * or Ov under any authority derived 


from the Crown. 


YOUR Memorialiſts are apprehenſive if your Lordſhips faid WARRANT 


ſhould be acquieſced in, and Plans, Eſtimates, and Surveys made in purſuance 


thereof, the eſtates and property of individuals would probably be included, and 
evidence might be deduced therefrom, prejudicial to their rights, and ſuch as 
might hereafter give colour to claims totally groundleſs and unjuſt,

From the terms in which thoſe authorities are conveyed, and from 2 power 
given for a/certc:nt.g ie eſlales out of which the Fre Farm, and oer Rents due to 
the Cob and in arrear, ought to iſſue, it ma be ſupp ofed that the property of 
the Crown is not known with preciſion, that the extent of the Foreſts is uncertain, 
the bounds of the Lordſhips not di inguiſhed, and the waſte Lands not aſcert ained, 
If ſuch a ſuppoſic ion ſhould be well founded, it atrords no colour tor giving the au- 
thorities wich this Warrant imports: On the contrary, We apprehend, that 
whatever may be neceſlary to be done, ſhould be done in che ordinary legal courts 

by which ſurveys of the Crown Lands have uluuily been, and by which alone they 
can cenſtituticnally be made. 


The ſeveral powers to /rect and contract with perſons doi. ling to become Tenants 
to the Crown for Leaſes of Mines, Tenements, Ce!tane:, aud incl gſures, have given 
riſe to apprehenſions that adventurers may thereby be prompted to take Leaſes of our 
eſtates, the attempts whereof would unavoidably draw us into expenſive ſuits and 
controverſies, even if the Officer, who, under the proviſions of this Warrant, is 
made to find his private account in it, ſhould not be induced to promote litigations 

with the Crown, AN EVIL which We have equal reaſon to fear and to e 
as ſuch conteſts are in all caſes unequal, and whatever may ultimately be the 
_ event, muſt be attended with the utter ruin of the ſmaller frecholders of the 
Principality, becauſe no colts are in any calc e againſt the Crown. — 


We cannot conclude iow taking notice, that as the pre. ent INSUFFICI- 
 ENCY of the revenues of the principality for the purpoſes to which they are ap- 
plicable, are underſtood to have given occaſion for this warrant, it appears to us 
ſomewhar ſingular that ic ſhould have been thought a ſuitable remedy for ſuch a 
miſchief to INCUMBER thoſe revenues with a NEW OFFICE, a STIPEND 
OF THREE HUNDRED POUNDS a yeer, and ſuch FURTHER CHARGES 
as may ariſe under the name of DISBURSEMENTS AND EXPENCES in the 
performance of a buſineſs which we conceive cannot be executed without GREAT 
DETRIMENT TO INDIVIDUALS, nor with the ſmalleſt 9 of a poſſible 
benefit to the Public. 


We have thought it a DUTY to ourſelves ad the other Preakoldirs of the 
Principality to REPRESENT our ſenſe of this tranſaction to your Lordſhips, con- 
fiding in your Lordſhips JUSTICE „that THIS WARRANT will be REVOKED
